1. (Previously Presented) A protein-based film comprising a protein network 
formed by disulfide bonds between modified proteins having free sulfhydryl groups and 
unmodified proteins having disulfide bonds, wherein the network contains from about 2 
to about 4 free sulfhydryl groups per protein. 

2. (Previously Presented) A protein-based film of claim 1, wherein said film 
has been formed without heat treatment.

4. (Previously Presented) The protein-based film of claim 1 wherein said 
modified protein comprises the soluble fraction of modified whey protein, the precipitate 
fraction of modified whey protein, or combinations thereof. 

5. (Previously Presented) The protein-based film of claim 1 wherein said 
modified protein is prepared by contacting an unmodified protein having disulfide bonds 
with a sulfite ion forming agent selected from the group consisting of an alkali metal 
sulfite, an alkali earth metal sulfite, a hydrogen sulfite, a hydrogen metabisulfite, and 
combinations thereof.

(Previously Presented) The protein-based film of claim 1 wherein said film 
has been formed on a substance selected from the group consisting of a food product, a 
tablet, a granule, a pellet, or a liposome containing therapeutically active agent.

16. (Previously Presented) A food product that has been coated with or 
contains substances coated with a film of claim 1.

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20. (Currently Amended) Method for preparing a protein-based film 
comprising a protein network formed by disulfide bonds between the proteins, 
comprising 

providing an amount of a protein solution which contains unmodified 
proteins having disulfide bonds , modified proteins having free sulfhvdrvl groups, and a 
plasticizer, the solution having a pH of 7 or below ; and 

contact i ng th o unmodif ie d proteins w i th a sulfit e ion forming agont to 
obta i n a protein so l ution wh i ch conta i ns unmod i fi e d prot ei ns having d i sulfide bonds and 
modifi e d prot e ins having froo sulfhydryl groups, and 

drying said solution to form th o forming sa i d protein-based film from said 
solution, whor o in tho solut i on has a pH of 7 or bo l ow and whor oi n tho su l f i te i on form i ng 
ag o nt i s sol o ctod from th o group consisting of an alka li m o tal su l fit e , an alkal i oarth 
m o tal su l fit e , a hydrog e n sulf i t e , a hydrogen motab i su l f i to, and comb i nations th e r e of . 

21. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 20, comprising forming said 
film without heat treatment. 

22. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 20 wherein the amount of the 
free sulfhydryl groups in the total protein of the solution before the i ntorchango r e act i on 
film is formed is 0.5-60 umol/g protein.

35. (New) The method of claim 20, wherein the modified proteins are formed 
by contacting the unmodified proteins with a sulfite ion forming agent selected from the 
group consisting of an alkali metal sulfite, an alkali earth metal sulfite, a hydrogen 
sulfite, a hydrogen metabisulfite, and combinations thereof. 
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
